. program would get $3,3(14,500,000 
of the $4,175,000,000 Eisenhower 
requested for the fiscal year start- 
ing July l. In addition, it would 
have available an estimated 400 
million in previous funds which 
have not been obligated in spend- 
ing. 


While the President actually re- 


quested $4,175,000,000 in new mon- 
c^ Congress limited appropria- 
tiPs to $4,OS6,300,000 in a separate 
bill authorizing continuance of the 
aid program. The actual money 
figure is $701,800,000 below the au- 
thorized amount.

He 
said the rebel force numbered 
only 300 to 400 men of an anti- 
aircraft group.
